DALLAS, Tex., Feb. 2 fAP) 
— National Archives docu- 
mciiU show that Garrett B. 
Trapnell, the man shot and 
captured Saturday following 
the hijacking of an airliner in 
New York, was questioned by 
FBI agents concerning a plot 
to kill former Attorney Gen- 
eral Robfrt F. Kcnncd.v. 

Federal agents were told 
Aug. 19, 1963, that Trapnell 
had met with three Cuban ref- 
ugees who were planning to 
kidnap and kill Robert Ken- 
nedy. The statements were 
given by Trapnell.

I The FBI questioned Trap- 
inell again Nov. 23, 1963 — the
